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Deadline 
Is Feb. 9 
To File Tax 
Protests 

15 Proptrty Owners 
Have Filed Objections 
To Assessment Hikes 

The Madison county Board of 
Review has set Feb. 9 as the 
deadline for filing objections to 
Increases in property valuation 
ordered by the board In nine 
townships, Including Granite 
City and Nameokl. 

Dale Hitt, chief clerk of the 
review board, said ' that until 
yesterday only 15 to 20 objec¬ 
tions had been filed by property 
owners in both Granite City and 
Nameokl townships, but added 
that "we expect more as the 
deadline grows nearer." 

Hilt said that the Illinois 
State Department of Revenue 
had' granted a 3IWay extension 
of time in which the Board of 
Review may complete its work 
of determining final assessment 
figures for all of the county’s 
24 townships. The extension eit- 
plres on Feb. 12. he said, leav¬ 
ing the review board only three 
days between the protest dead¬ 
line and the deadline for certi¬ 
fying assessment books to the 
county clerk’s office. 

The board has not. however, 
received an answer from, the 
state revenue depijiTment on Its 
plea for a rehearing of the 
siaie's order fixing a tentative 
mttltlpller of 1.0809 to be ap¬ 
plied against Madison county 
assessments for the 19C7 tax 
year. 

SU Mlllioiu Short 
The multiplier figure was cer- 
'lifled to Miss Eulaila Hou. 
Madison county clerk. In mid- 
December with announcement 
by the stale revenue 
ment that cerificatlon of S895 
millions In property valuations 
by local township assessors 
was approximately 929 million 
^ihort of the total needed to de¬ 
termine a 1.0 multiplier for 
the county. . . 

The slate said it therefore had 
. determined a 1.0309 multiplier 
which would be made permaent 
unless the board of review ad¬ 
justed the local assessments up¬ 
ward to account for approxi¬ 
mately *923 milUons in valua¬ 
tion. the amount needed for a 
1.0 multiplier. 

In response the Board of Re¬ 
view. in an effort to ward off 
the higher multiplier, which 
would result in a county-wide 
tocrease in taxes, ordered a 
10% Increase in Orknlte City 
township and a 25% increase In 
Nameokl township or the as¬ 
sessments on lots and improve¬ 
ments on lots- • 

James Barton. Granite Cl^ 
township assessor said the 10% 
rise would raise the total town¬ 
ship value by *7.4 millions, and 
Joseph Cohan, Nameokl town¬ 
ship assessor, estimated the.to- 
tat Namekoi value would jump 
S3 rollUons. The *10.4 million io- 
croase in the two townships 
would account for slightly 
more than one-third of the ad¬ 
ditional assessments necessary 
to meet the stale demand.

John L. Kraynak of Granite 
City. Madison county auditor, 
and James F. Chapman of Col¬ 
linsville. county rocorder of 
deeds, today officially an- 
nounced their candidacies for 
re-election in the June Demo¬ 
cratic primary and Novem¬ 
ber general eleettons. 

Kraynak, 48. is completing his 
fourth term in office, and Chap¬ 
man. 61, is finishing a third 
term. Both cite modernisation 
and efficiency in their offices 
vriilch have resulted In savings 
of tax dollars. 

The county auditor states that 
he was the first to propose the 
investment of idle county funds, 
starting in 1856. and that the 
investment program had pro¬ 
duced several hundred thousand 
dollars in new income for the 
county. 

He also has insisted that out¬ 
side independent audits be made 
of his accounts and the funds 
-of the county, which now is 
compulsory under state law. 

Chapman claims that excess 
fees earned by hh office, after 
all expenses and salaries are 
paid, have risen from $90,000 in 
his first term to $169,489 In the 
first three years of his third 
term, with the funds turned 
over to the county.

Last year, however, Illinois won 
the "triple crown,” being first 
in all three categories. 

"Today Illinois leads in the 
export of manufactured prod¬ 
ucts as well as agricultural 
products with a combined to¬ 
tal of $2.5 billion,'’ Gov. Kern¬ 
er said. 

Elm Disease 
Can be Checked 

The spread of Dutch elm dis¬ 
ease. the plague that has swept 
through Illinois and destroyed 
nearly three-fourths of the 
American elm trees since 1950 
is now being held in check In 
many communities. 

Dr. J. C. Carter, head of the 
Section of Applied Botany and 
Plant Pathology at the Natural 
Historv ^rvey. reports that in 
39 cities and park districts in 
the Greater Chicago area where 
recommended control measures 
have been used, elm tree losses 
in the last decade were held to 
two per cent or less a year. 
Meanwhile. In several cities 
without control programs an¬ 
nual losses ranged from four 
to 19%. 

Research studies have dem¬ 
onstrated that a control pro¬ 
gram can be effective If the 
sanitation practices include re¬ 
moval and destrucrion of dis¬ 
eased trees, spraying trees with 
an insecticide and treating 
grafted tree roots with a soil 
sterllant to keep the disease 
fungus from spreading through 
spraying practices control the 
bark beetle that carry the dis¬ 
ease. 

It's a Gritty Buslnen 

The Illinois State Geological 
Survey has published a new 
"Directory of Illinois Sand and 
Gravel Producers." as compre- 
h«isivn.a llsUng as possible of 
individuals and companies pro¬ 
ducing common sand and grav¬ 
el in the state. 

Seventy-four of the 162 coun¬ 
ties supplied common .sand and 
gravel for various Industrial 
activities, according to the most 
complete Infonnatton available 
at the time the directory was 
compiled. Some 235 individuals 
and companies produced sand 
and gravel from about 355 
eration. 

Reported sand and gravel 
production in Illinois for 19S5 
amounted to about 31.6 million 
tons valued at 27.8 million dol¬ 
lars.

Bennett have bred and studied 
fish hybrids in their search for 
sport fishes that will ba fast- 
growing and essHy caught and 
that will not overpopulate ponds 
and small lakes. 

In one experiment with these 
hybrids Drs. Oiildere and Beo- 
nett teleased eight ledear sun- 
fhh males and three g re en sun- 
fish females in a one-acre pond 
from which they had removed 
all other fish. Within die next 
yeso* aboiK 335 largemouth bass 
were added. During tbe six 
years of this e xp eriment ftstaer^ 
men caught about 3800 redear- 
green sunfish hy br i d s with a 
total wei^t of more than MO 
pounds. In addtdan, dtey caught 
m largOBMudi bstso woichtag 
over 400 pounds.

When you can provide bottom 
drainage, this test will not fail 
as long as you water from the 
top. Each time add enough wa¬ 
ter to sogk foe soil. The surplus 
will drain Into the pan under the 
pot It you pour off this surplus, 
the soil will contain the ideal 
quantity for plant growth. As 
the plant uaes water, the top 
level will dry. When the pinch 
test or finger test Hnds dry soli, 
you know the plant Is ready for 
more water.

Repeilonts. wrapping or feed¬ 
ing usualiv saN-es your forubs 
from severe damage. Most 
nurserymen aitd garden stores 
have rabbit repellent chemicals. 
These compounds are mixed 
with water and sprayed or 
painted on foe lowor portions of 
the plants. Usually one aK>)ica- 
tion will be adequate. 

Small trees con be protected 
by wrapping foe trunk with pa¬ 
per or foil. Screen or ter paper 
shMds are equally affective.' 
Be certain to remove foe wrap¬ 
ping during foe spring to avoid 
choking of the tree.

Midwinter pnin- 
ing of appie. quince, euonymus 
can be an excellent food sup¬ 
ply for rabbits. 

Leave the limbs scattered on 
the ground so rabbits can reach 
the tender tips. Ear com is 
another taroriie during acute 
weather. One-half eer each day 
per rabbit will aid you in sav¬ 
ing shrubs. Apples and potatoes 
are ofoer favorite foods, provid¬ 
ing thev are not troeen. 

If injury does occur, prompt¬ 
ly treat the wounded area with 
a tree pelnt. Immediate paint¬ 
ing will discourage the rabbiu 
and prevent winter killing of the 
Injured area. Use commercial 
tree paint or grafting paint in¬ 
stead of house paint or roofing 
compounds. 

Prepared tree paints do not 
contain certain solvents which 
injure the tree and discourage 
healing. _

Youngsters don’t need to be 
fed separately tor very lottg- At 
an early age. they can and 
should eat with the rest of the 
family. 

Everyone require* foe same 
basic types of food. But tbe 
amount of eoKh type of food 
you. your husband and childrsn 
need and the way you prepare 
sune of foe foods mey dltler. 
The kinds of meals you plan 
will depend on your chiMren'a 
growth needs and on your own 
and your husband's activity and 
growth maintenance needs. 

For health, growing chUdren 
and adults need food that srill 
supply nihny kinds of nutrionte 
— protein, minerals, vitamins, 
carbohydrates and soma fat. No 
single food furnishes all of these 
necessary nutrients In the prop¬ 
er amounts to meet diemry 
needs, so everyone must eat a 
varieiy of foods each day. 

The key foods that children 
need are also necossaiy tor 
adults. These food* are (I) 
milk and other dairy products. 
(3) meet, poultry, fish and 
eggs, (3) fruits and vegetablet 
and (4) breed and cereals. 

in general, you should pro¬ 
vide foree well-planned meals 
each day. As nearfo as poesi- 
bie. the amounts food served 
In each meal foould be about 
equal. Too much food served 
In a meal may curb appetite*. 
But too little food may cause 
hunger between meals—and nib¬ 
bling to get rid of the empty 
feeling.

Winter wesfoer aids skiing 
and sledding enihusiaiis. But, 
for' persons 65 yowrs and older, 
this same weather fosters the 
haurds of serious tolls. 

During January. February 
and March total tolls In the 
United SMtes averag* 1850 per 
month. Elghcy-oeven percent of 
ihe*e falls occur among pt^ 
son* 65 yoara and older. 

Principal reasons for the win- 
teMlme falls among older peo¬ 
ple are slippery walks and 
step* and poom vlslbllliy Instd* 
foe homo due to short daylight 
hours. These falls seem to be 
more severe and more often 
fetal for people in the 65-and-up 
age bracket than fails that oc¬ 
cur In warm weather. And per¬ 
sons who escape total injury 
may suffer shock and hMit- 
strain and be left with brokwi 
bones that fall to heal. 

If your family includes an 
older person, be sure to provMs 
adequate lighting In every 
room, particularly on stairways. 
Keep walks and steps on jmr 
premises free of ice and snow. 
If po*.sible, arrange to accom¬ 
pany grandfather or grandmoth¬ 
er when walking on streets and 
In other public places. _

HmjSO for Student 
Woik Granted to SIU 

A federal grant ot 3401.250 
from the Office of Education. 
U. S. Depanmant of Healtii. Ed¬ 
ucation and Welfare, hat boon 
received by the Soutitern 1111- 
nou Univorelty Office of Stu¬ 
dent Work and Financial As- 
slsunce to support the federal 
work-study program at SIU tor 
the Januaryklune period. 

This brings the total federal 
contribution lo the program tor 
the 1967-68 school year n 3806.- 
730. according to Frank C. 
Adams, director of the Office of 
Student Work and Financial 
Aasistanca. 

Adams said that during the 
cutTMit quarter about 900- atu- 
dents on the (torbondale and 
Southwostern campuses are 
benefittlng under the work-study 
program and that tor the whole 
school year about 1700 students 
will have received such aid tor 
one or more quarters. 

The federal funds pay 85% 
of the salary tor part-time on- 
campus jobs tor studants under 
the program, with the state pay¬ 
ing 15%. The aid is granted on 
the basis of scholarship and 
need, which is determined by 
an analysis of family income 
and resources. 

The total number of student 
part-time, an<ampus workers 
at SIU. inchiding those whose 
salaries are paid wholly out of 
state funds, is about 4400, with 
more than 8000 students work¬ 
ing at one time or another duri 
lag ^ year.

For te benetii oC people on 
social security and nwdicare. 
many insurance companies are 
onering supplementary tear- 
ance protection to provide what 
medicaw doss not furnish. 

All of these companies try to 
outdo every competitor by offer¬ 
ing te most for the least. 

They run big ads that have 
all the earmarks of an angel 
from Fort Knox ai a lime of 
dire need. Some of their bro- 
churee are as phony as a $9 
bill. Some of the companies 
are not licensed to do business 
in Illinois and have no capital 
assets slatemeni. 

The big question Is: Will they i 
pay? Yes. in most cases. If the I 
claim is small. But I wonder • 
about the second claim by a 
policyholder. 

They can say that te disease . 
was caused by some previous ' 
sickness or nccident tet the ■ 
policyholder had ID or 25 years ' 
previously. The legal limitation 
Is five years. 

I have a claim settlement I 
am fighting for now, amounting 
to )8Se. It Is •(> days past due 
tor payment. My wife has a 
past due claim with another 
company In the amount of $315. 
Both are legal claims. 

So I hope oldsters are not 
footed hy phony companies and 
expect to collect wry much: 
they maj- be disappointed. I 
kiww of ten complaints by 
friends who feel thav have been 
jyppM by five difmrent com¬ 
panies.

Changes Feb. 1 

Neerty two million U.S. em¬ 
ployers— employing about 4LS 
million workers who irtn be af¬ 
fected by new changes bi ti»e 
federal minimum wage law — 
will rec^ve a special infOrma- 
tional package from the De¬ 
partment of Labor. The pack¬ 
age wilt contain information 
about changes in the Fair La¬ 
bor Standards Act that be¬ 
comes effective Feb. I. 

Included will be an Wficiti 
poster which must be displayed 
in the establishments, high¬ 
lights of the ammded law, a 
listing of regional, district and 
flew offices of the Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Di¬ 
visions and a coupon that may 
be mailed to the Divisions’ of¬ 
fices for further information. 

The new changes, resulting 
from 1966 amendments to the 
/ Fair Labor Standards Act. es¬ 
tablish a wage of at least $1.88 
an hour for employees covered 
by tite provtsions of the act be¬ 
fore last Feb. 1. These em- 
ptoyees are presently wtitled 
to $1.40 an hour. 

Empk^Fees newly brought un¬ 
der the Uw last February will 
be entitled to not less than $1.15 
an hour. The rate for ttiese 
workers is now at least $1 an 
hour. 

Overtime pay of times the 
empknee's regular rate of pay 
for hours in excess of 40 In the 
workweNt will remain the same 
for those now on the 40-hour 
standard. The standard of 44 
hours for newiv'-covered em¬ 
ployees will change to 43 hours. 

Certain farm workers who 
are now entitled to $l an hour 
will be due at least $1.15 an 
hour, also beginning on Feb. l. 
There is no overtime provision 
for hired farm workers. 

A non-technlcal pamphlet ex¬ 
plaining provisions of the 
amended Fair Labor Standards 
Act Is ntw available from the 
irffices of the Wage and Hour 
and Public Contracts Divisions. 
The "Handy Reference Guide 
to the Fair Labor Standards 
Act” gives basic information 
about the law's minimum wage, 
overtime pay. equal pay and 
child labor standards. 

Copies of the amended law 
or the Reference Guide are 
available from the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment Printing Office. Washing¬ 
ton. D.C.. 30403 at 15 cents 
each. There Is a 25% reduction 
in price for orders of 180 or 
more.
